Then he objects againft the Article of 
Shipping, but forgets, thit it is not deny d 
tor Fneliſh Ships to bring trom Holland ur 
Germany any Gcods to them whatſoever, 
and there are enough of them, without let- 
ting. the Dutch into the Trade, and make 
them Carriers to Britain, when our own 
Ships and Sailors want Employment. 

Then he wants a Port in Scotland to im- 
port /riſh Wool. There is no need to con- 
dition in the Treaty for it, they may on 
Demand have as many as they pleaſe, and 
England might have more if they wanted it, 
the Reſtraint be ing deſign'd for the /riſb not 
the Engliſh. 

So all theſe mighty Demands are over. I 
come next to their Calculations on the E- 
quivalent, and its being repaid in 11 Years: 
Suppoſe I allow it to be ſo, 1 ſee no Argu- 
ment to be drawn from it, they are Equi- 
valents to one another; England gives the 
Money as an Equivalent to the Cuftoms, 
and Scotland pays the Cuſtoms as an Equi- 
valent to the Money. The Neceſſity of the 
one is the Reaſon of the other; and if the 
Cuſtoms did not pay it again, I would ask, 
why it is ada. d ar a? But ſtill che Calcu- 
lation is ſuppoſititious as to Time elſo, and it 
may be 1co Years ard more, for any thing 
appears in this Calculation; and if it may 
be a long time, then the Couſideration tor 
2 Riſque of its Certainty is worth moure 
than common Intereſt, ſince it the Cuſtoms 
of $cetland do no“ encreaſe, and as ſume 
ſuggeſt, Trade ſhauid decline in Scotland, 
they may perhaps de never repaid at all.

But then, ſays this wiſe Gentleman 
* All Endeavours ſhould be uſed to free us 
** from the Exciſe upon Beer and Ale. A ve- 
ry good Project indeed, and yet they would, 
in the firſt Place, receive above 304066 1. 
as an Equivalent for that Exciſe ; and ſe - 
condly, they agree to an Equallity of Taxes, 
ſo I think there is an End of that D-mand- 

Another Objection, this Author railes, 
is about England's being tied up ia Trade 
by incorporated Companies Which is 
brought to argue againſt diſſolving the A- 
frican Company in Scorland. 

Now, as the African Company here, nei- 
ther is, nor in my Opinion ever was in Pro. 
ſpea of Succeſs, or worth any Man's No- 
tice as to Scotland in Trade, abſtracting 
from the Aſſiſtance and Correpſondence 
from Englund for the Vent of their Returns, 
and that it ſignifies not two Farthings whe- 
ther diſſolv d or no, farther than to prevent 
a new Set of Interlopers with Engliſh Stogks 
under a Scots 1 45 as to other Com- 
panies in England, the Suggeſtion is talll 
ſtared : For firft, there is no — 
Company in England, but that of the Eaſt- 
India, and that the Scots havg equal Right 
to be concern'd in, by purcha ag the Stock, 
as any Engliſh Men have. 

As to the Guines Trade, in 
10 per Cent. to the Com — has Pods 
may trade, and their Fateh: 3, Cologies 
and Forts being their Sattlemept, under 
cover of which that Trade carried 


on, tis worth the Payment to obtain the 
Privilege.

The Turkey, Hambiirgh and Ruſſix Com- 


panies require only certaia ſmall Mults to 
maiatain their Conſuls, Reſidents and Am- 
bafſadors, and a ſmall Fine atQaking up the 
Freedoms ;z and the Advan in thee 
Caſes, as to tho Safety of Eifetts, and Sæcu- 
rity of the Commerce abroad, are the In- 
tereft of all the Traders; fo that any Man, 
Scots Mao or other, on theſe ſmall Payments, 
may be admitted to 2 Freedom in the Com- 
pany and conſequeatiy into the Trade e- 
qually with Engliſh Med. ;

Have taken ſome Pains in the iſce lane 

Part of this Paper, to ſhow the ridicu- 
lous Notions of thoſe, who fancy all Scos- 
Ind in a Flame againſt the Union; I wiſh 
at laſt the Enemies of the Union do not 
appear to be nearer home, and the Ani- 
molicies there to be mov'd from hence; 
ſince the Proceedings in England are fo di- 
re&ly calculated for the DeftruQtion of that 
Treaty, than they are in Scotland. 

I know, the Enemies ot Sora boaſt 
of their Hopes, and the Friends of Peace 
ate not without their Fears, that this Uni- 
on ſhall prove abortive thece ; but above 
all, that it ſhall be overthrown by the Preſ- 
byterians themſelves.

ebe Sight of the Birdz the Plot is diſcover'd, 
and they may depend on it on all ſides, that 
the People detign'd for a Sacrifice will 
not be drawn into the Pit, the Pres/yterians 
will not do the Work, the Kick of Scotland 
will not bring in Facobitiſm or Popery, they 
will top ſhort at the Poiat, and tal off from 
the project. 

I muft own, this looks to me as another 
Taftance of the Rtapid aad infatuated Folly 
of chat unhapy Party j that they ſhould 
$hink ever to reconcile the Kirk and the 
Pape, he Revolution and the Family of 
Kiag F4mes, the Presbyterian and the French 
Iatereſt into one. 

Perhaps a few deluded poor People, led 


by their Paſhons, and jimpos'd upon by their 
ſubtil and wheedling Enemies, mighe be

lineſs now ; their own Ammuaitioa is all 
ſpent, and without theſe Helps they muft 
ak; their is nothing left them, but to 
hang themſel ves or deſer+ their Cauſe. 

2. The Intereſt of Religion and Liberty 
in Britain bas but one Door of Danger, ac 
which Defiruion can eater; bur one fa- 
tal Article which lays them open to any 
real Miſchief, and that is, being gull'd, 
wheedled, drawn, or driven into Dif- Uni- 
ons, Breaches, Quarrels aad Diviſions a- 
mong themſelves. 

The Remedy for this is a Doctrine, which 
has been ſo often inculcated by the Na- 
ture and Circumſtances of both Kingdoms, 
that I would hope, there ſhould be no 
more need to ſay any thing to it And 
Iam perſwaded, there is no real Occaſion 
to fear either Nation being any more cheat- 
ed ia tharManner.
